Post-Mortem.

Dexvenr, Col,, May 5.—Prof. Hondden has
reported to  Distriet Attorney Stevens that
he has recelved for analysis o piece of liver,
the empty stomach, some kidney and some
minute pieces of brain of the Tute Josophine
Burnaby, The amount of viscera, he says,
might make it very diffleult to determine the
presence of arsenic under the conditions
which survoinded the case.  Mrs. Barnuby
was troated by ber sttending physiclan in
such a way as to eliminuate this poison from
the systom,

P'rof, Headden says: It is unfortunate
that the stomach was not opened during the
post-mortom  examination. It subsequently
burst during the process of decomposition,
und whatever contents there were minglod
with the fluid io the jar in woich it and the
other viscera were placed,  The kidney was
cut open daving the post-mortem.  This was
ontirely propor, but the coatings of the
stomineh wore not examined to se¢ whether
toey were juffamed.  The liver should have
certaioly besn givon to me for investigntion.
I expected also to tind the brain, Tne minute
varticles of that organ woere not lsvger than
the end of your tingerand ave not of any
utility i meking an analysis. The spleen
shonid also huve been prescryved and given to
mett

From this statement it would seem that no
avsenic was found in the viscere. When the
Erana jury eommences its investigations into
the cause of Mrs, Baroaby's death it will
have w dificult task  before it sinee sl the
neoessary evidenice has been removed.
